It used to be the practice in our free 


and untrammelcd America., along Ihc lit- 
tle-pppulated frontiers where a feu- votes 
might elect a senator aud the swinging of 
a town meant- the swinging of a legisla- 
tive majority and various lucrative con- 
cessions, to buy ballots as openly and as 
innocently as the purchase of a smoked 
1mm. 
Instances have been 
recorded 


•\vhere a wagonload of illegal votes was 
calmly bid for by opposing henchmen, led 
to the polls by the winner and paid off 
•without public comment. The chief sur- 
vival of this jovial and aboveboard 
scheme appears to be the pitiful annual 
expenditure by congress of. funds for gar- 
den seeds to be mailed free to constitu- 
ents. 
The opposition, presumably, can 


tribe back with bigger garden seeds i£ 
it pleases. 


This year $360,000 of public funds 


lias been, appropriated by a vote of 173 to 
142 in the lower housg, all of it to en- 
able the free seed farce to go on during 
1922. 
Since congress presumes that a 


present of garden seeds will hold an 
^American citizen's vote in line, it would 
probably be no less logical and no more 
of an insult to presume that a citizen 
could' retaliate with a garden schedule 
promising his congressman four fine pack- 
ages of sunflower seed for a favorable 
vote on an appended list of'measures and 
a dozen Amsterdam tulip bujbs for a vote 
against the free seed appropriation nest 
year.

Jfr. Edison asks America to answer him 
why it wouldn't.be possible to substitute 
for gold a currency based on warehouse 
goods, and public projects such as irriga 
tion areas. 


The magazine Commerce and Finance 


remarks that he should have added a 
"twenty-seventh query : ""What is there 
•about the money question which enables it 
to queer the soundest practical minds 
from Benjamin Franklin to Peter Coo- 
per; and from Cooper to Edison and 
Ford?" The editor—who is Theodore H. 
Price, one of the best known economists 
in America—then goes on to answer each 
of Edison's twenty-six features, rational- 


, ly and pleasantly puncturing ea-cli of the 
1 twenty-six: fallacies the famous inventor 
-attempts to establish. 


Mr. Price agrees that money issued 


against merchandise would not. produce 


i the dangerous distension caused by the 
Unsecured issue of paper money, and -that 
it would be very much like, the hank 
check money used by millions in America 
every day: but it would have to be retired 
•« the merchandise was sold and if used 
by international agreement in trade, even 
if such agreement were politically pos- 
sible, it would not be convertible and 
there would be no standard of value in 
•which to measure the balances due. 
"In 


•what form would they be paid?" he a-sks. 
"'Gold dollars, wheat dollars, cotton dol- 
lars, or tobacco dollars?" 


"An abstract measure of value," Price 


adds, "would be ideal if "the world can 
ever be educated to use it."

HOW ABOUT CONDIMENTS 


Among the comestibles I hold sugar is nice, tho 


I'm sorry I can't say the same tiling of spice. That 
much is implied in the original Mother Goose, for if 
sugar and spice had both been nice Mother Goose 
would have said and everything else nice; would she 
not? 


Pepper, mustard, vinegar, horseradish, nutmeg, 


cinnamon, peppermint, and the various hot sauces 
are irritants. For example, take a young infant 
that squalls because his back itches or the light 
hurts Ills eyes or women are jouncing him and jig- 
gling him about too much for his digestion. With 
each squall goes one spasmodic drawing up of the 
legs for better purchase on the noise apparatus. 
Knough! Colic! the women cry in chorus. Somebody 
potjrs some peppermint down the baby's throat. 
Gosh, how it must bite his tender young tummy! 
Enough to put any baby's digestion out of order 
for hours—enough, too, 1o make the colic real. 


The younger the individual the more harmful 


are the condiments. Young children should not be 
allowed to dose their food with these irritant stimu- 
lants. Not only the stomach, but tho- kidneys and 
bladder are irritated, and that is unwise policy. 


The condiments harm adults by stimulating an 


artificial appetite which prompts the excesses, of 
eating which are the cause of so much ill health. 
For one who is already overfed, that is, one whose 
weight is above the normal for his age and height, 
the addition of condiments to the food should be 
strictly omitted. 
A natural craving for sour may be gratified by 


the use of the food acids. Such a natural fruit acid 
as that of lemons, oranges, grapefruit or limes may 
be used. This citric acid is really a food because it 
is oxidized in the body and, utilized to produce a cer- 
tain amount of energy; moreover^ one can scarcely 
take enough lemon Juice or any of the other citrus 
fruit juices to injure health. 
The better the food and the more skillfully it Is 


prepared the less need is there for condiments. A 
glutton abuses the condiments because his sensu- 
alism has blunted or dulled his normal appetite. A 
normal individual has recourse to condiments to dis- 
guise or conceal the insipid taste of poorly cooked 
food. 
The more abandoned the eating house the 


more liberal the equipment in hot sauce. 
There is no objection to the customary use of 


natural flavors or condiments in food, such as onion 
sage, celery, parsley, mint and the like. It is the 
•abuse of such artificial irritants as mustard, vine- 
gar, sauces, horseradish and other fiery sauces that 
should be avoided, particularly when children are 
concerned.

daily 
upon 
the 


country's statesmen, Republican and 
Democrat alike. 
They are as sharp 


as a keen steel blade, quick as light- 
ning. ,ready and willing to "fetch" for 
the North and "tote" for the South, 
making the most of their term with 
a -wary young eye turned toward tne 
future. 


These pages have a rather envi- 


able position for small boys> being ap- 
pointed by the Senators for a 'term 
of four years at a salary of $2.50 per 
diem and a bonus. They enter at the 
age of 12 and leave at 16, provision 
being made by the Senate for them to 
attend night school; thus 
for 
four 


years they are in a. position to ac- 
quire a most intimate knowledge of 
political economy; of being able to 
study and to learn something of the 
art of oratory under the best of mas- 
ters; of being acquainted with the 
CounVy's statesmen and hearing their 
opinions publicly expressed, 
and 
of 


coming into intimate 
contact 
with 


public life. 


Their pastimes and sports fill an im- 


portant part in their terms; they have 
their football eleven and their base- 
ball nine and last year(were the proud 
and triumphant winners of the silver 
cup given by Senator McCormick for 
both those sports in competition with 
the pages of the House of Represen- 
tatives. At Christmas time it is the 
custom of the Vice President to give 
the boys a dinner, which is held with 
all the dignity of a grown-up func- 
tion, there being no end of regular 
grown-up toasts and lengthy after-dih- 
ner speeches given and enjoyed by the 
participants.

front wheels Jnto proper alignment. 
Bad alignment is one of the principal 
causes for tire injury. The first symp- 
tom of misalignment is rapid wear m 
the center of the tread. Examination 
of the alignment should include an in- 
vestigation to see that there are no 
loose bearings, for a 
loose bearing 
means a wobbly wheel. 


Examine the casings of tire for 
cuts. If cuts are filled-with a heal-a- 
cut dough the cuts will not grow big- 
ger. 


Tubes should receive special atten- 


tion, for once they have been placed 
inside the casings they are forgotten. 
Test the tubea for slow leaks. 
Put 


new plungers' in the valves, even if 
the old ones appear satisfactory. The 
rubber washers in the plungers be- 
come stiff and hard after a time and 
it is a good policy ta change them at 
least once a year. 


The pump should be tested, especial- 


ly the rubber tubing and the connec- 
tions. 
If the leather piston head in 


your hand pump has dried up it may 
be softened up by a liberal application 
of vaseline. If it is gone beyond help 
you can get-a new leather at a supply 
store. The same advice as to inspec- 
tion of connections applies in the case 
of a mechanical pump attached to the 
engine. 
See that the pump is well

The average price- of forty-nine of the 
principal standard touring car models 
is now 22 per cent below the average 
price on Sept. 1, 1920, but the price 
of the greater quantity ,of cars sold 
represents a much greater reduction, 
some as much as 42% per cent. This 
reduction has been brought about by 
a series of price cuts spread over 
more than a year, so that we now 
stand at what appears to be the end 
of the period of price revision rather 
that at the beginning. 
In view of 


known 
improvements 
and

ments in the product, no comparison 
of present prices with those of 1913 
is possible or significant. 
"This conclusion in regard to sta- 


bilization is based not only upon the 
amount of the average price reduc- 
tion that has taken place, but also 
upon the progressively smaller pnce 
cuts made recently by leading manu- 
facturers.
